The inventions relating to claims 1, 4 and 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1 cited in the ISR, and newly cited document 5 (Page 4, lines 5-9), docimient 6 (Page 2, 
upper right column, lines 5-7) and document 7 CPage 2, lines 19-25). Disposing heat transfer tubes of a 
heat recovering unit of an exhaust gas treating apparatus described in document 1, so as to configure a 
square arrangement identical to that of the reheating unit of document 1 and decreasing the exhaust 
gas flow rate for preventing wearing away of the heat transfer tubes as suggested in documents 5 and 6 
would be easy for a party skilled in the art. Further, setting flie exhaust flow rate at lOm/s or less is 
described in documents 6 and 7. 

The invention relating to claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1 
and 2 cited in the ISR. It would be easy for a party skilled in the art to dispose a wet type desulfiirizer 
as described in document 2 in an exhaust gas duct between a wet type desulfiirizer of an exhaust gas 
treating apparatus and a gas gas heater (GGH) reheating unit as described in document 1 . 

The invention relating to claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on docxmients 1 
and 3 cited in the ISR and documents 5-7. The matter of enlarging, as described in document 3, a fin 
pitch of heat transfer tubes of a gas gas heater recovering unit described in document 1 would be easy 
for a party skilled in the art.
